Have Organized 


Following resolutions passed at 
the recent Lawrence County Teach­ 
ers' institute 
in 
which 
teachers 
agreed to give one percent of their 
salaries toward taking care of poor 
children in their districts, every 
township in the county has been or­ 
ganized for relief work, according 
to County Superintendent, John C. 
Syllng. 
The teachers have made a com­ 
plete check of each family in which 
children are in need of clothing and 
food. Records of these families have 
been prepared and are being for­ 
warded to the state departm ent at 
Harrisburg. 
The check up has disclosed that 
there are some townships in which 
much more help is needed than in 
others. 
County Superintendent Syling and 
A ssistan ce. F. Ball are also con­ 
tributing one per cent of their sal­ 
aries along with the teachers. 
In 
some of the schools it has been 
found necessary to provide lunches 
for children, who have been forced 
to come to school with nothing to 
eat. There are some townships in 
which children come largely from 
the farms, where very little help is 
needed. In these townships, where 
the contributions from teachers are 
more than are needed in relief work, 
all sums exceeding ten dollars in the 
Hhnds of committees goes into a 
county organization, which distri­ 
butes it where it is needed. 
Superintendent Syling says th at a 
very clcee check on conditions in 
the county has been made, and that 
no help will be furnished, except 
where 
it is 
absolutely 
required. 
There are quite a number of re­ 
quests that have been turned down 
for various reasons. 
At one school where a request for 
help came in an investigation dis­ 
closed that the parents had been 
taking an automobile trip to Can­ 
ada. The committee believed that 
if the parents were able to go on 
auto trips, that they should not ex­ 
pect help. 
In another instance it was that 
the parents of the children were 
keeping two large dogs. It was fig­ 
ured that it took nearly as much to 
keep the two big dogs, as to keep a 
couple of children, and help was re­ 
fused unless the family gets rid of 
the dogs. 
At another school a request came 
in for shoes for the children. In ­ 
vestigation showed that the family 
was still running an automobile and 
that it was being used for pleasure 
purposes. 
The committees believe 
that where people are able to keep 
up an automobile for pleasure and 
unnecessary trips, that they are not 
in a very good position to ask aid. 
There are of course cases where 
automobiles are needed in market­ 
ing or in going long distances to 
part time employment. 
Cases of 
this character are judged on their 
merits. 
While the contributions of teach­ 
ers will probably exceed $5000, it is 
not believed that it will be suffi­ 
cient to take care of the situation 
this winter. Any persons desiring to 
contribute to the teachers commit­ 
tees in the various townships have 
that opportunity.

HARRISBURG, Pa. Oct. 17.—A 
move to bring about reform of mo­ 
toring manners has been inaugurat­ 
ed by the Pennsylvania Motor Fed­ 
eration* state unit of the American 
Automobile association, as a part 
of its campaign to cut down the 
number of vehicular accidents in 
Pennsylvania. Through its 86 affil­ 
iated clubs the federation is appeal­ 
ing to motorists throughout the state 
to observe common courtesy in driv­ 
ing. v 
“Common courtesy between driv­ 
ers would eliminate at least 50 per 
cent of the motor accidents that oc­ 
cur on the streets and highways of 
Pennsylvania today,” said S. Ed­ 
ward Gable, president of the federa­ 
tion. “Early in October we inaugu­ 
rated a state-wide safety drive In an 
effort to avert repetition of the 
heavy motor vehicle accident toll in 
October, November and December of 
hist year, and we feel that motor­ 
ing manners play an important part 
in this. 
If decent manners and 
common courtesy could be introduced 
into motor traffic our streets and 
highways would be far safer and 
driving would be much more of a 
pleasure than under present condi­ 
tions.” 
Mr. Gable deplored what he called 
“the a 11-too-general lack of common 
courtesy in the operation of automo­ 
biles” and cited instances of impo­ 
liteness not unfamiliar to the aver­ 
age driver. 
“Men and women pe­ 
destrians we meet on the streets, in 
parks, theatres or public gatherings, 
at home or on trains almost always 
are courteous and considerate,” he 
said, “but the great majority of 
them seem quite different when they 


get behind the wheel of an automo­ 
bile,” His statement continued; 
“Why do drivers steer a slow 
course in the middle of the road and 
express resentment when asked to 
move aside for another vehicle? 
“Why do drivers press forward 
around other cars at lights at the 
risk of safety, and certainly with 
nothing to accomplish except to 
crowd ahead of orderly traffic until 
the next stoplight? 
“What possesses drivers who Jump 
their cars toward other cars at in­ 
tersections to give the impression 
that they have the right of way? 
Ordinarily it results in a waste of 
time for both. And it surely is poor 
motoring manners. 
“Any man of ordinary decency is 
willing to defer to a lady when 
ing through a doorway, but in a car 
the majority of male drivers will not 
defer to the extent of an inch for 
the woman driver. 
“Once in a car, many people seem 
transformed as to manners. From 
Chesterfleldian courtesy they de­ 
scend to almost animal selfishness.

The address of Congressman John

That the death of William Jennings, 
colored, was the result of an un­ 
avoidable accident, was the verdict 
of a jury empanelled by Coroner J. 
P. Caldwell, at an inquest held at 
city police headquarters last night. 
Jennings was struck 
by 
a car 
driven by August Morelia on the 
evening of October 7, dying in the 
Ellwood City hospital on October 8. 
Morelia testified at the inquest 
that he was driving down Wampum 
avenue in the direction of Wam­ 
pum at about 7:30 p. m. 
He was 
alone in the car. Suddenly he saw 
a man walking toward him and 
about six feet from the right side 
of the concrete. 
Morelia said he 
applied his brakes, and drew his 
car over to the left, but that the 
man also stepped in the same di­ 
rection and directly in front of his 
car. The man was hit by the right 
front fender and knocked to the 
pavement. 
Morelia said that he was driving 
his car at not over 25 miles per 
hour at the time. 
He pulled off 
to the side of the road and assisted 
in getting the injured man taken 
iA the hospital. 
Morelia said that 
he could have easily passed the man 
had he not stepped over in the di­ 
rection the car was moving. 
William Cosgrove, Edward Cald­ 
well and James Cook, were coming 
from Wampum toward Ellwood City, 
and were a couple of hundred feet 
from the scene of the accident at 
the time it occurred. They all tes­ 
tified that while they could not see 
Jennings on the road, they had ob­ 
served the Morelia car swerve to the 
left, 
and 
immediately afterwards 
had heard the crash. 
They had 
assisted in taking the injured man 
to the hospital. 
The Morelia car, 
they said, was parked across the 
road, almost opposite to where the 
man ‘was lying when they arrived 
on the scene.

government has to go out and force 
the collection of taxes, the Army 
and Navy will disband, courts wiU be 
swept aside, civilization will faU and 
society will revert to the jungle days 
when every man was for himself.” 
Johnson traced the early history 
of Capone starting with the time 
when the defendant was a bar-ten­ 
der at Coney Island. Then he said 
he was next heard of at Jim Col- 
osimo’s restaurant in Chicago. AU 
the time, he said, the defendant was 
becoming more affluent. 
“Then we come to 1924 when this 
gambling establishment in Cicero 
was shown to have a profit of $300, 
000” Johnson declared.' Even if we 
take the defense statement that he 
had only an eight per cent share, 
his profits would have been $24,000. 
Let me remind you that the record 
shows profits of $215,000 in 1925.” 
Johnson scoffed at the testimony 
of defense witnesses that Capone 
lost $327,000 betting on the horses. 
He referred to them as “so shifty 
they couldn’t look you in the eye.” 
He reminded the jury that the de­ 
fense lawyers had talked to them 
for four hours but made no refer­ 
ence to the money orders sent from 
Capone’s headquarters in the Lex­ 
ington Hotel in Chicago to Capone 
in Florida, He declared 
that 
the 
records show that $77,000 was sent 
and received between Chicago and 
Florida. 
He pointed out that every man 
who has an income of $5.000 a year 
must pay an income tax and that it 
devolved upon Capone to fUe a tax 
return which he never did. 
Attacks Sincerity 
Johnson attacked the sincerity of 
the defense in claiming Capone had 
not a substantial income. 
He contented it was apparent from 
Capone’s lavish expenditures that 
he did have a big income. He called 
attention to Capone’s expenditures 
or $12.50 underwear. $135 suits and 
diamond-studded belt buckles for 
his friends. 
Johnson repudiated the defense’s 
contention that the prosecution of 
Capone was prompted by “public 
clamor.” 
Johnson wanted the jury, in delib­ 
erating the case, to remember the 
man and women who pay a tax on 
iiftomes above $1,500 a year. He con­ 
trasted them with Capone whom he 
flayed for evading taxes “during this 
time of national deficit.” 
Johngon concluded his 
address 
with the declaration that the issue 
was “whether any man could con­ 
duct his affairs so that he was above 
the government.” 
Judge Wllkerson adjourned court 
until late this afternoon when he 
will instruct the jury.

I h id read a number of his books, 
amor g which are "Modern Mar­ 
riage ” “The Conservation 01 tne 
Fam> y” and "Applied Eugenics,” 
and lad read and heard so much 
abou1 his pioneer work in regard to 
family relations that 1 met him 
with great eagerness. It was a rare 
treat to hear him talk. He is a 
dynamo of energy and enthusiasm. 
What may surprise you most is that 
he cherished those basic family 
ideals which have been dear to 
m.ny of us and is not in sympathy 
with the Bertrand Russell kind of 
marriage theories, and he arrives at 
his conclusions as a biologist rather 
than as an idealist.

Following the luncheon, Dr. Pope­ 
noe 1 landed me a reprint from^the 
Journal of Juvenile Research, April

entitled, "The Institute of 
Famriv Relations” From him per- 
2 S 5 and irom the pamphlet I 
learred the following: 
The department of health -tn Vi­ 
enna Austria, established in 1922, a 
clini< for advice on marriage. So 
successful did this prove that there 
are l ow more than 200 such clinics 
oh ttie European continent, nearly 
all oi which are supported by public 
taxation. 
In our country the first attempt 
in this direction resulted in the es- 
tablii iment at Los Angeles, on Feb. 
3, IMO, of a similar institution, 
though much broader in character 
and service, incorporated as a non­ 
profit making philanthropic foun­ 
dation, under the name, "Institute 
of Fa nily Relations”. 
As Judge by the reception it has 
had f *om the public, from the press, 
and 
ram other social agencies, it 
has f] om the start been a great sue- 
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cess. Though the educational pro­ 
gram of the institute, many junior 
and senior high schools of southern 
California have established courses 
on education for family life, not 
merely for girls but for boys as well. 
The premarital conference avail­ 
able to those planning to marry, 
with a course of reading and a phy­ 
sical examination, has been worked 
oiit in detail and is gradually wid­ 
ening its usefulness. 
One eminent clergyman of Los 
Angeles advises all couples he mar­ 
ries to go to the institute for advice 
on how to stay married happily. 
"So far, however, the greatest de­ 
mand for help has come from those 
already married, perhaps for many 
years, who find some problems that 
they cannot solve without help,” 
says Dr. Popenoe. "In half of these 
cases it is the wife who first applies 
for help, in one-fourth the husband, 
while in the remaining quarter, 
some third party enlists the aid of 
the institute on behalf of relatives 
or friends.”

Dr. Popenoe is director of the in­ 
stitute. Everything related to the 
medical profession is handled by a 
medical director and staff of assist­ 
ants and consultants. The institute 
co-operates closely with the South­ 
ern California Society for Mental 
Hygiene. Problems of home man­ 
agement are handled in co-opera­ 
tion with the State Home Economics 
Association, and legal problems are 
referred to the University of South­ 
ern California. 
Already half a dozen other Ameri­ 
can cities are planning to establish 
clinics for marriage and family 
problems after the pattern of the 
Los Angeles institute. Certainly we 
parents are exceedingly interested 
in this promising type of human 
service.

Jimmy 
Doolittle, the famous flyer, believes 
airplanes will attain a speed of 500 
miles per hour. The famous pilot 
made this prediction in commenting 
on the feat of Lieut. G. H. Stain- 
forth of the British Air service, who 
flew 381.1 miles per hour at Calshot, 
England. "There is no limit to speed 
in the air,” Doolittle said. "If avia­ 
tion progresses at the present rate, 
we may look forward to attaining 
air speeds of 500 miles an hour in 
the future. Speed will be increased 
as airplane design is improved, to­ 
gether with increases in power and 
decrease in weight of airplane en­ 
gines.”
